SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last winter. Bishop Cupich came out to 
OLBH and met with our committee that is 
planning for the new altar, ambo and font. 
Bishop said it is important when doing a 
renovation such as building a new altar, 
ambo and font that the parish considerers 
the overall out lay of the entire church and 
how the new furnishings fit together to 
keep the proper balance and order with in 
the liturgy and it's different components 
and functions. 

The Bishop also visited with us about the 
explosion of growth that is taking place 
here in the Piedmont Valley area. There 
was a concern that if the worship space and 
facilities needed to be enlarged because of 
the growth or even the possibility of 
building new some day, that the new 
furnishings would be able to be moved 
without causing problems. 

We visited with the Bishop about the 
current worship space and if we needed it 
could be enlarged, by moving the sanctuary 
wall back and adding several more beams. 
However, this was not an option for the 
Bishop as he said then it would become 
like the Cathedral with its long nave. He 
suggested more of a fan shape church that 
calls forth people to worship more actively. 

At this point, we are not considering 
enlarging the church or building new, 
however the Bishop wanted to make sure 
that we plan with an eye toward the future 





and think about an overall plan as this area 
continues to explode. 

The committee has talked about several 
options. However, one decision that has 
already been made is that the new altar, 
ambo and font will be made out of Crazy 
Horse granite. One option would be to now 
build the new altar, ambo and font and put 
them in place. Another option would be to 
use the "Mothers room or Cry room" for a 
Chapel of Reservation for the Blessed 
Sacrament. If we were to do this, the 
Bishop suggested that we could paint a 
mural of the San Domino Cross on the wall 
behind the altar, the cross that spoke to S. 
Francis of Assisi but use Saints form North 
America, in the cross. Terry Nelson said he 
would be willing to paint the mural on the 
Sanctuary wall. Terry Nelson is a 
wonderful and gifted artist. 

We will continue to work on these 
options and, hopefully make a decision by 
the beginning of fall. Next week I will 
continue our reflections by looking at other 
ritual furnishings used in our liturgies.
